Night Out Of Oxygen Tent-

DENVER MPI — The direction of 


government shifted back to Denver 
today as President Eisenhower 
continued to improve from 
his 


heart attack and his chief deputy 
flew here from Washington. 


One of his principal physicians 


added to the growing evidence 
Eisenhower will retire at the end 
of his present term by saying if 
he were the President he "wouldn't 
want to run again." 


Dr. Paul Dudley White, asked 


whether it would be possible for 
the President to run again, told 
a television audience: 


"Many things are possible that 


may not be advisable. It is up to 
him to make the decision. He may 
or may not have complete recov- 
ery. If I were in his shoes I would 
not want to run again, having seen 
the strain." 


"Excellent" Night 


In its 7 a.m. Denver time medi- 


cal bulletin, Eisenhower's doctors 
at Fitzsimons Army Hospital here 
reported he enjoyed an "excellent" 
night—their first use of that word 
since his heart attack last Satur- 
day. Previously they have termed 
his'nights "comfortable" or "very 
comfortable." 


For the first time also, the medi- 


cal men said the President spent 
the night outside an oxygen tent, 
s l e e p i n g "almost continuously 
from 9 p.m. to 6:30 a.m." Hereto- 
fore he has been spending most of 
the day outside the oxygen tent but 
returning- to it for assurance of 
nighfly rest. 


"His progress continues to be 


satisfactory without complication," 
the medical bulletin added. 


The Boston heart specialist, who 


attended Eisenhower here and now 
receives twice-dafly telephone re- 
ports in Boston on his condition. 
was interviewed on the NBC show 
"Today." 


Encouraging- Signs 


The decision of Sherman Adams, 


the assistant to the President, to 
join the Denver White House party, 
spelled the virtual end of any pos- 
sible plans to delegate any of Eis- 
enhower's authority during his ill- 
ness. 


Adams is due here tonight from 


a Cabinet meeting in Washington 
over which Vice President Nixon is 
presiding. 


Dr. White said it remains to be 


seen how active the President can 
be in the future. He said signs 
from the bedside are "very en- 
couraging" and that the Presi- 
dent's morale is good.

1,082 TREATED 
AT HOSPITAL IN 
SUMMER MONTHS 


During the summer 1.082 patients 


were admitted to the Annie M. War- 
ner Hospital. For the three-month 
period—June, July and August—the 
average daily census was 67 and 
259 babies were born in the hospital 
during the same period. 


The report of a busy summer 


season was made to the hospital 
directors at their September meet- 
ing in the Musselman annex Thurs- 
day night. 


Mounting costs are 
presenting 


serious problems in the operation 
of the hospital. Necessary expendi- 
tures during the three 
months 


totaled $92,592.84 while receipts were 
$89,556.60 reflecting a decrease of 
$3,036.24 in the general funds of 
the hospital. 


Free services during the period 


totaled $3,764.08 which was only par- 
tially offset by the state appropria- 
tion of $1,375. 


Earned 
income was 
$75,222.95 


which was increased to $76,910.19 by 
the state appropriation, sale of ma- 
terials of S82.74 and donations of 
$229.50. Expenses applicable to the 
income were $74,372.63 which was 
increased to $78.136.71 by the free 
services. Hence, applicable expenses 
exceeded earned income by $1,226.52. 


Earned income it was pointed out 


to the directors, is the dollar value 
of all services the hospital performs 
without regard to what part of it 
is charity or service for which 
the hospital will not be paid. 


In order to meet the fiscal prob- 


lem and to avert any impairment 
of hospital service, the 
directors 


authorized modest increases in the 
rate structure. The changes, how- 
ever, will not alter the Warner Hos- 
pital position in this area. It will 
continue to be the hospital with 
the lowest rate structure in the 
area.

MAY WEAR NEW 
TYPE UNIFORM

HARRISBTJBG (#>—The trend to- 


ward comfortable clothing might 
soon crumble a half century of 
Pennsylvania state police tradition. 


Consideration is being given to a 


change in summer uniforms for 
the troopers that would feature 
straight trousers in place of the 
breeches and leggings now -worn. 


"We ha\"e just about decided on 


what type 
summer uniform to 


adopt and we soon expect to sub- 
mit our proposal to the governor 
for his approval," said Col. Earl 
Henry, state police commissioner. 


The new summer uniform, Hen- 


ry said in an interview, probably 
would be of a light tropical worsted 
material and "slightly lighter in 
color" than the present uniforms 
used in the summer. 


The present summer uniform, 


Henry said, is made of a "fairly 
heavy" cotton material that can 
be "very hot in the summer." 


Capt. Harry Kerns, 
chief of 


the force's Quartermaster Corps, 
looked to the proposed change with 
"happy anticipation." 


Much More Comfortable 


"If we can give our men more 


comfortable 
uniforms and take 


away those hot leggings in the 
summer, they will feel quite a bit 
better and not have to roast," 
Kerns said. 


State policemen working at cer- 


tain inside jobs for some years 
have been wearing the straight 
trousers. 


However, since the force was 


founded 50 years ago. the men on 
patrol duty have always worn the 
breeches and leggings. 


"If we adopt the new uniform, 


some of the men -will still have to 
hear the breeches to drive motor- 
cycles," Kerns said. 


The plan calls for using the old 


summer uniforms to outfit recruits 
durins: their training period at the 
Hershey school. 


"There •will be no money lost in 


the deal," Kerns assured. "It -will 
just mean shifting the old outfits 
to the trainees and buying new 
outfits for the other men." 


Kerns said the new issue, ij ap- 


proved, would not be put into use 
until next summer.

biennium, there has been an 81 per 
cent increase in the number of un- 
employed since the beginning of 
the 1953 biennium and an increase 
of 79 per cent in public assistance 
roles. 


As of July—the latest month for

Stengel led his high and mighty 
but crippled New York Yankees 
Into Ebbets Field today poised and 
prepared to polish off the frustrat- 
ed 
Brooklyn Dodgers 
in

order. 


Despite the disability of Mickey 


Mantle and Hank Bauer, two of 
his leading guns, the grizzled man- 
ager was confident his American 
League champions would sweep 
the World Series in four straight 
or, at worst, in five games. 


The 
odds-makers 
apparently 


agree. They made the Yankees a 
prohibitive 5-2 favorite to win their 
17th series and sixth 
straight 


against the Dodgers. 


Not since 1921 has a team, after 


losing the first two games, gone 
on to win the title. That year the 
New York Giants did it against 
the Yankees. But that was in best 
five-of-nine games series. Never 
has it been achieved since the 
present four-of-seven system was 
restored the following year. 


Two Stars Injured 


"I know those fellows have a 


good club," Stengel said last night, 
several hours after the Yankees 
had whipped the Dodgers 4-2. "But 
we got a better one. I also know 
that two of my power guys will be 
missing—maybe for the rest of the 
series—but I've got some pretty 
good fellows on the bench too. 


"Flaying in their 
park don't 


scare rne none either. It makes 
no difference to my guys. They 
won a couple of pennants for me 
on the road and if I remember 
right, they did all right in Brook- 
lyn,in other years." 


Having turned back the winless 


Brooks with two left-handers in the 
Stadium, Stengel gave the third- 
game assignment to Bullet Bob 
Turley, the right-handed ace who 
never before has appeared in a se- 
ries game. 


Podres Goes Today 


Walter Alston, who saw his two 


top right-handers blasted off the 
hill on successive days, switched 
to a left-hander, Johnny Podres, 
who has made one World Series 
appearance, in 1953. 


The injury to Bauer forced Sten- 


gel to make a change in his lineup 
today. Bob Cerv, who replaced 
Bauer yesterday, was the new 
starting center fielder with Elston 
Howard in Bauer's place in right 
and Irv Noren in left. Against a 
lefthander. Bill Skowron replaced 
Joe Collins at first. Alston also 
made a change, starting Sandy 
Amoros in left and shifting Junior 
Gilliam to second base supplant- 
ing Don Zimmer because the Yanks 
started a right-hander.

BIRTH OF JESUS 


Luke Z:l-14 


Key Ver&e: Be not afraid; 
for 


behold, I bring you good news of 
a great joy which will come to all 
people. Luke 2:10. 


We have been accustomed to as- 


sociate Luke as the faithful com- 
panion of St. Paul — the,one who 
Journeyed with him, ministered to 
his physical wants, and remained 
with him to the end. His life was 
linked so closely with St. Paul that 
the 
beloved physician, 
a,s Luke 


was called, learnel to know the 
beauty 
and perfection of Jesus 


Christ. 


Little wonder, then, that this 


man of culture, a Greek by birth, 
concentrated on writing a true life- 
portrait of Jesus, with particular 
emphasis on the human aspects 
of Jesus' ministry. Luke's Gospel 
records Jesus' attitude toward the 
suffering, the outcasts, strangers 
and foreigners. It is written in an 


orderly, literary style, showing that 
its author wa.s a .scholar of the 
Gieck classics. This, Go.spel has 
been called "the most beautiful 
book ever written" Luke depicts 
Jc.sus as the Son of Man, record- 
ing moje of the parables than any 
of the other Gospel writers. This 
Gospel is the fiist pait of a two- 
volume iccord of ChiLsti.m begin- 
nings, the Book of Acts being the 
second part. Likely the preface to 
the Gospel (Luke 1:1-4; was in- 
tended for the whole woik. 


The Gospel of Luke was written 


about GO AD. while Paul was a 
pusoner in Caesaiea, and Acts 
was 
written 
during 
Paul's im- 


pnsonment in Rome. At Caesarea 
Luke had opportunity to get first- 
hand accounts from several of 
Jesui' original disciples — the first 
founders of the Christian Church. 
The stufly for this quarter, there- 
fore, is "Luke's Story of Our Lord" 
and its first lesson is about the 


bhth of our Lord and Saviour. 
Lukc'.s recoid of the Nativity is 
iflvcn here in ILs historical and 
literary Betting, and the spiritual 
significance .of Jesus' birth is re- 
served for the lesson for ChrLst- 
ma.s Sunday. 


Luke wa.s not primarily concerned 


with the hLstoilcul accuracy of the 
time of Jesus' birth, but set it 
during the first term of Quirinius, 
Roman 
governor of Syria when 


Augustus Caesar decreed that "the 
whole woild should be enrolled." 
Each man was required to enroll 
in hus own city or town, so Joseph 
took Mary and travelled from Naz- 
areth to Bethlehem because "he 
was of the hou&e and lineage of 
David." The. journey was long and 
hard, especially for Mary, and 
when they reached Bethlehem there 
was no room for them in the inn. 
Consequently, they had to find shel- 
ter in the courtyard of the inn 
There the Child Jesus was born 
and laid in a manger. 


This event, which later revolu- 


tionized the Roman world, almost 
passed unnoticed. The only ones 
aware of it weie the shepherds in 
the fields nearby who heard the 
good news in a most spectacular 
heavenly proclamation. God chose 


to announce the birth of His Son 
to the humble shepherds because 
He believed that they possessed a 
spiritual sensitivity — a quality 
lacking in the official 
religious 


leaders of that day. The appear- 
ance of an angel, the glory of the 
heavens, the multitude of the heav- 
enly host who joined the angel sing- 
ing "glory to God in the highest," 
was an awe-inspiring experience 
No wonder the shepherds were fill 
with fear! But they did remember 
the "sign" the angel gave about 
the Holy Babe lying in a manger 
with swaddling clothes. 


There is a significance in the 


simple, pastoral narrative both as 
to the principals in the nativity 
scene — Joseph, Mary, the shep- 
herds— and the timing of the birth 
The principals were all of the simp- 
le, peasant class who had main- 
tained their hope of a coming Mes- 
siah, and "there is dramatic p- 
propriateness in associating 
the 


birth of Jesus with the enrollment 
of 
'all 
the 
world'!" Everything 


that occurred was perfectly natur- 
al: the crowded inn, Joseph and 
Mary finding refuge in the sta- 
ble, 
the shepherds tending their 


flocks by night. The Gloria in Ex- 


as sung that first Christmas 


night did not promise peace in the 
world, but rather peace In the 
heiuts of believing souls. 


Every part of the Nativity stor> 


suggests lessons: crowding ChrUt 
out of our lives because there 
1« 


"no room" for Him; the simplicity 
of the event as compared to the 
lavish Christmas celebrations to- 
dav: the perveislon of the true 
Christmas spirit and its holiness In- 
to an occasion for commercialism 
or social revelry.

H.s life was 
linked so closely with St. Paul that 
the

physician, 
as 
Luke 
was called, 
learn el to know the 
beauty 
and 
perfection 
of 
Jesu s 
Christ. 
Little 
wonder, 
then, 
that 
this 
m an of culture, a G reek by birth, 
concentrated on w riting a true life - 
portrait of Je su s, with particular 
em phasis on 
the 
hum an aspects 
of Jesu s’ m inistry. Luke’s Gospel 
records Jesu s’ attitude toward the 
suffering, 
the 
outcasts, strangers 
and foreigners. I t is written in an 


orderly, literary style, .showing that 
its author was a .scholar of the 
G reek classics. 
This Gospel 
has 
been called 
‘‘the 
m ost 
beautiful 
book ever w ritten.” Luke d e p ic ts: 
Je su s as the Son of M an, record- i 
ing more of the p arable* than any I 
of the other Gospel w riters. This I 
Gospel is the first part of a two* 
| volume record of C hristian begin- 
J nings, the Book of Acts being the 
second part. Likely the preface to 
j the Gospel 
(Luke 1:1-4) was in­ 
tended for the whole work. 
The Gospel of Luke w as w ritten 
about (X) A D. while Paul was a 
prisoner 
in 
C aesarea, 
and 
A cts 
was 
written 
during 
Paul's 
im ­ 
prisonm ent in R om e. At C aesarea 
Luke had opportunity to get first­ 
hand 
accounts 
from 
several 
of 
Je su s ’ original disciples — the first 
founders of the C hristian Church. 
Tile stuffy for this quarter, th ere­ 
fore, is “ Luke's Story of Our Lord” 
and its first lesson is about the 


birth 
of 
our 
Lord 
and 
Saviour, i 
Luke’s record of the N ativity is I 
given 
here 
in its 
historical 
and j 
literary setting, and the spiritual I 
significance .of Je s u s ’ birth is re­ 
served for the lesson for Christ­ 
m as Sunday. 
Luke was not prim arily concerned 
with the h istorical accu racy of the 
tim e 
of Je s u s ’ 
birth, 
but 
set it 
during the first term of Quirinius, 
Rom an 
governor 
of 
Syria 
when 
Augustus C aesar decreed th at “ the | 
whole world should be enrolled.” 
E a ch m an w as required to enroll 
in his own city or town, so Josep h 
took M ary and travelled from Naz­ 
areth to Bethlehem because “ he 
was of the house and lineage of 
D avid.” H ie, journey was long and 
hard, 
esp ecially 
for 
M ary, 
and 
when they reached Bethlehem there 
w as no room for them in the inn. 
Consequently, they had to find shel­ 
ter In the courtyard of the inn. 
T h ere the Child Je su s was born 
and laid In a m anger. 
This event, which later revolu­ 
tionized the Rom an world, alm ost 
passed unnoticed. The only ones 
aw are of it were the shepherds in 
the fields nearby w’ho heard the 
good news in a m ast sp ectacu lar 
heavenly proclam ation. God chose 


to announce the birth of His Son 


to the hum ble shepherds because 


He believed thai they possessed a

Its stu- 
dents, teachers and classrooms are 
the true wealth and basis of any 
society."

ize a state commission on. higher 
education. One of its chihef prob- 
lems will be to look over a plan 
calling for the state establishment 
of "considerable numbers" of jun- 
ior colleges, or "community col- 
leges," as the governor called 
them. 


Their object would be to provide 


two years advanced education for

Federal Aid 


"I am optimistic over this plan 


for two year community colleges," 
he added. He made clear, however, 
chat a decision on their establishh- 
ment "must rest with educators." 


Leader also called for more fed- 


He suggest- 
ed expansion of the education pro- 
gram of the GI bill of rig-hts for 
civilians 
. 


"A nation such as ours pays 


the bill for training of over 500,000
